
CLAIMS 

1. A method of trying a B cell malignancy in a subject in need of such 
treatment comprisingsadministering a therapeutically effective amount 
of at least one immunoregfcdating or immunomodulating antibody that 
is selected from the group consisting of an anti-CD23, anti-B7, anti- 
CD40, anti-CD40L and anti-CD4 arhfcody and at least B cell depleting 
antibody selected from the group consistihg of an anti-CD 19, anti- 
CD20, anti-CD22 and anti-CD37 antibody, wWein said antibody 
administration is effected separately, in combinatioi\and in either 
order of administration. 

2. The method of^laim 1 wherein B cell malignancy is non-Hodgkin's 
lymphoma. 




3. The method of Clainp 1 whe^qin the B cell malignancy is B cell 
lymphoma. 

4. The method of Claim l^wh^fein the B c^H^malignancy is a leukemia. 

5. The method i*f Claim 1 wherein treatment comprises the 
administration of an anti-B7 antibody and an anti-CD20 antibody. 

6. The method of Claiitfs5 wherein the anti-CD20 is RITUXAN®. 

7. The method of Claim 5 wherein the anti-B7 antibody is a Primatized 
antibody. 

8. The method of Claim 7 wherein th^inti-B7 induces apoptosis of 
cancer cells. 
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le method of Claim 1 wherein the immunoregulatory antibody is 
administered after the B cell depleting antibody.

10. The method of Claim 1 wherein the immunoregulatory antibody is 
administered before the B cell depleting antibody.

12. The method of Claii£ 1 wherein the B cell depleting antibody and the 
immunoregulatory antibody afc^ administered within about one week of 
each other. 

13. The method of Claim 1 wherein the B bell depleting antibody and the 
imunoregulatory antibody are administereo^/ithin about 1 day of each 
other.

14. The method of Claim 1 wherein is used to treat a B cell malignancy 
selected from the\roup consisting of relapsed Hodgkin's disease, 
resistant Hodgkin's aisease High grade, low grade and intermediate 
grade non-Hodgkin' ^lymphomas, small lymphocytic/B cell chronic 
lymphocytic leukemia (SLlb(B-CLL), lymhoplasmacytoid lymphoma 
(LPL), mantle cell/lymphqfc\a (^4p£), follicular lymphoma (FL), 
diffuse large cell lymphoma (DLCL), Burkitt's lymphoma (BL), 
ADDS- related lymphomas, monocytic*© cell lymphoma, 
angioimmunoblastic lymphoadenopathy, Small lymphocytic; follicular, 
diffuse large cell; diffuse small cleaved cell; Wge cell immunoblastic 
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lymphoblastoma; small, non-cleaved; Burkitt's and non-Burkitt's; 
follicular, predefnhiantly large cell; follicular, predominantly small 
cleaved ce}l; aijd ^pllicular, mixed small cleaved and large cell 
lymphor
